On Saturday Mr. Youne appenred for the first time in London; as 
Cato, in Avpison’s declamatory' Tragedy of that nanic! ‘This’ is' a 
tolerable specimen of the merely poetical drama, ‘and has certainly 
kept, its.ground longer than arty other piece of: the kind, that: we 
know of, but it is notwithstanding out of date: iThe‘time has gone 
by when mere sentiment and description, clothed in however poetical 
language, could be,allowed to constitute a .tragedy,. in the total ab- 
sence of character or incident. ‘The whole draniatis persone of this 
piece are made''to'talk in'the same style. Cato and his family—nay, 
the Numidian Prince, and. his friends, utter. similar thoughts, ‘with- 
out:much variation in the manner of expressing them,.and the cons 
sequence is, a'heaviness and monotony, which pervades: the’ whole 

erformance. This effect, we conceive, will effectiially prevent’ this 
Tragedy from, beeoming popular. , Mr. Youne, too, does not appear 
te us, with all our admiration of his talents-and aceomplishments, . te 
be exactly suited for this species of character. He is particularly 
happy, in his expression of some feelings, and can make more of parts 
‘where little or,no very striking effort, is to be. produced, than, .most 
actots!; but we do not like his declamation. In his: delivery of| set 
speechés, there is not sufficient variety of tone, though his marki 
of detached ‘ passages, is at times very distinct and forcible, His 
general conception of this part, was. correct enongh, as it could 
hardly fail to be, indeed, for its. qualities are sufficiently apparent ; 
and altogether it was, wliat may be called a chaste performance. ' Th 
somé places he went beyond this point, and infused considérable 
spirit into two or three of the scenes, by the ¢nergy of his manker. 
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We filludé particularly to his teplies to. Deciue—his addtess to the 


conspirators, and subsequent acting when iuformed of the death of 


Marcus. All these passages were good, and stood prominently out 
from the general heavy,effect of the piece. | We must not forget, 


however, to ‘mention, in the way of approbation, his manner of 


giving the famous soliloquy, * It must be so, &c.’’ and, indeed, the 


whole of the last act, which.was highly impressive. On the whole, 


we do not think that Myr, Youxe’s Cato, will much encrease-his fame, 
Wit at the same time,~it banhet detratt from it.’ We all Know how 
Uifficult it fs to make any thing of these parts, which, at the best, are 
mere vehicles for recitation. J. Kemat.e, who-was the Roman of the 
Stage, par‘ercellence, and always succeeded where force and dignity 
of manner were ‘of avail, did not make any great stand in this part ; 
intleed) if we remember rightly, he gave it up some time before his 
retirement. Of the rest of the acting we are enabled to speak in 
terms of commendation, 


Mr. Coorer’s Juba was a very respectable performance. Mr. An- 
norr’s Porcius was a tolerable piece of declamation; but this gen- 
tleman ‘is too hurd and mouthing in his delivery. “Miss -Laey’'s 
Marcia was free from glaring defects, but yet not quite the thing : 
and Mrs. Faverr was decidedly too matronly for the fair Lucia.

Con 
cealed by his daughter inthe tomb.,of his.royal, ancesters,|Polidoro escapes 
the search of Azorre, whose meditated revenge is,rendered still less attainable 
by Zelmira’s feigned hatred of her father, for having deprived her of the fruits 
of her brilliaht conquest of the heart of Azorre, and the false information 
she givesiof the place of ‘his retreat, stating. it to be the: Temple of Ceres. 
Azoure’s mind is ne sooner turned in that direction, than he condemns , the , sa+ 
cred edifice to the flames. In the meantime, Antenore, who aspired to the 
throne of Mitylene, seconded 4 Leudippo, orders that, at the dead of night, 
Azorre should be assassinated, in order that he himself may mount the throne 
of Lesbos, which abjectihe, by hisartifices, effects. | But Ho having defeated 
his enemies, returns opportunely, to the, kingdom, of his father-in.law—speedily, 
by the aid of his courageous followers, vanquishes and puts to flight the 


usurper, and reinstates Polidoro on his thrvhe.
